“MONEY MARKET AND COMMERCIAL 

INTELLIGENCE. 

(WRITTEN SPECIALLY FOR THE nien TIMES.) 
Dublin, Saturday Evening. 
The demand for money has been again very active 
this week, and the stringency which we have been 
noticing has increased rather than otherwise. The 
causes are the same as those to which we have been 
heretofore alluding—the activity of trade being the 
principal one. It appears now in a sound and healthy 
condition, and in some districts great activity prevaile, 
resulting not altogether so much from the effects of 
the commercial treaty, which, of course, have had 
a very stimulating effect, as from the ordinary 
stir which is observable about this time, and which 


ae heen the means of largely increasing the de- 
wand at the Bank os mngmud «nd elsewhere for 
discounts. Choice bills having more than four 
months to run, now fetch as much as £5 per 
cent.; and either in the Stock Exchange, or at 
the Bank, loans are not to be negociated at a lower rate 
than £4 per cent. There seems, at present, no chance of 
this demand becoming slack. The release of the dividends 
on New Three per Cent. stock may give some temporary 
relief, but as we stated last week we scarcely think it 
will be to any great extent.

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As far as the English Cabinet is concerned, the old 
spiders of diplomacy still weave their webs in dark- 
ness. It is only when a deor is suddeuly opened, or 
a blind drawn up, we witness the results of their 
intestinal labours. Papers—mutilated, indeed, are 
laid before Parliament, as sops to Cerberus, but they 
follow in the wake of the State vessel far behind. A 
month after some act of spoliation is committed we 
are diplomatically informed of it. Then we are 
gravely told thatthe English Ministry knew tho- 
roughly the mind of the French t. their rela- 
tions with France were most eat cordial— 
never better, in fact. Mr.Cobden had made a con- 
vert of the Emperor we are to have delicious French 
wines, and a market for our cotton, and all was going 
pleasantly as a marriage bell.

are the publications issued hy foreign Courts—issued 
not for the purpose of deliberation, but simply that 
people about to be annexed may know their fate, and 
that England may feel how deliberately her influence 
is ignored. 
We have had M. Thouvenel’s audacious and in- 
consistent despatch now some ten days. We are 
pausing for Lord John Russell's reply. But there 
are men still left who, bordering on the frontiers of 
despotiem, dare to speak out the truth, and shame 
greater Powers by their independence. The Swiss 
reply to the Imperial manifesto is already before the 
world. Lord John Russell has only to copy it. He 
has, we are informed, sent a protest, not to France, 
but to Turin. Sardinia, we suppose, was not so likely 
to be “irritated” as France. The Swiss, too, might 
have sent their protest to Turin, but they took the 
bolder course, and presented it at Paris. It is plea- 
sant tolearn that the spirit of liberty still breathes 
treꝛly among the mountain fortresses of Europe. 

The Swiss do not regard the care canem which 
silences our English Parliament. They speak 
unwelcome and unpalatable truths, not anxious to 
give offence, but careless of it. They remind the 
Emperor that he promised “that the interests of 
„Switzerland should be taken care of; that, on the 
24th of February, the Emperor, not almost,” but 
positively, agreed that, in case of the annexation of 
Savoy to France, Chablais and Faucigny should be 
ceded to Switzerland. ‘These promises were given 
orally by the Charged’ Affaires of France at Berne; by 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs to the Swiss Minister 
at Paris; by the Vice-Consul of France to the Pre- 
sident of Geneva; and by the French Cabinet to the 
English Government. And then they point out the 
perfidy of the French Cabinet in declaring, on 
the 10th of March that “Savoy could not be divided;”’ 
which means that France must have the whole south 
side of the Lake of Geneva, an assumption which 
places the very heart of Switzerland at the mercy 
of the Emperor. 

The Swiss are a simple people; they have not 
progressed with the times, nor do they, like your 
practical Englishman” of the modern school, think 
lightly either of principles or treaties. These old- 
world mountaineers think that what nations have 
solemnly engaged to do they ought to do, and they 
quote four distinct treaties which ratify the neutrality 
of Chablais and the security of Switzerland. Nay, 
they are still more simple; for they go so far as to 
say that if they are threatened they “should be 

‘ obliged to invoke the intervention of those who had 
“guaranteed the European treatics”—that is, they 
will ask for the armed aid of Russia, Prussia, Austria, 
and England. 

As to public treaties, the Times accepts the joke of 

the Herald, and classes the treaties of 1815 amongst 
the first importation of rags from France. It is 
irritating to France, we suppose, to say that these 
same treaties give us Malta and the lonian Islands, 
or that Belgium, Holland, and the Rhenish Pro- 
vinces owe their existence to them. Tear the hem 
of the garment and the rent is soon extended to 
the bottom by violent hands. Your “ practical 
“Englishman” of the “dominant race sees the 
map of Europe torn and repieced as the Emperor 
wills, and in agony entreats you not to mention it. 
Like the ostrich which buries its head in the sand, 
and thinks she is not pursued because she does not 
eee her pursuers, so our “ plucky Cabinet believes 
that unpleasant facts will never occur, if we are 
only wise enough to be silent about them, 

Small hope is there for Switzerland, even if she 
do “invoke” the aid of Europe. Russia is rejoiced 
to see the division which prevails among the Powers, 
for Europe's embarrassment is her opportunity. 
Prussia is looking along her Rhine frontier, end 
thinks that, at least, she gains the time during which 
another is perishing. Austria is not sorry that 
Piedmont should feel the pangs of disruption, and 
that the loss of Lombardy should be avenged by the 
loss of Savoy. Switzerland, too, did not remonstrate 
when France marched her legions through the Pro- 
vince of Maurienne. The eyes of the Switzers are 
turned in doubt to England, and the English Cabinet 
blandly assures those who are threatened with 
absorption that Lord John Russell is preparing a 
most wonderful despatch. 
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Tur first report of the Atlantic Royal Mail Steam 
Navigation Company is this day published in our 
columns, from which it appears that the four large 
steam ships ordered by the Company are in a forward 
state, two being expected to be cemplete and ready 
for service on the let June, by which time the 
contract begins te come into operation. A new 
company such as this, started in the faee of power- 
ful opposition, and with no ordinary difficulties to 
overcome, is invariably obliged to incur expenses of 
a large amount, but, after making every allowance 
for such contingencies, we confess ourselves totally 
unable to justify the excessive charges which are 
brought into their first statement of accounts, In- 
dependent of a loss of more than £25,000 on the 
revenue account, the charges for office expenses, 
directors’ and managers’ fees, commissions on loans 
and discounts, exceed the sum of £37,500. We re- 
fer to these large items with great pain; but, in the 
exercise of our duty as a public journal, we think 
it right to direct the attention of the shareholders 
to the subject, and we sincerely hope that this na- 
tional undertaking (which from the outset has 
been earnestly supported in our columns), in whieh 
so much of the public money has been invested, will, 
for the future, be more economically conducted, and 
that the scat of management will be transferred 
from Londen to Dublin, or even Galway, as past ex- 
perience fully jastifies the conclusion that Irish 
enterprise, so far as Joint-Stoek Companies are con- 
cerned, is more efficiently fostered at home than 
abroad. We observe that the meeting will be held 
in London on the 28th instant, and, if the share- 
holders wish to be true to their own interests, we 
strongly recommend their attendance in the outset, 
and the expression of their opinion, as, if the com- 
pany is destined to have a long ani! prosperous exis- 
tence, such can only be accompli-hed by prudence 
in the outset, and by the avoidunce of an ex. 
penditure which promises not alone to annihilate 
the profits, but to absorb gradually, but surely, the 
subscribed capital of the Company.

The Times on the Tenpenny Iucome- Tax: 

A British Chancellor of the Exchequer is now in the 
y condition of an architect who has arrived at a 
foundation, or an Archimedes who has obtained a 

perfect fulcrum. There is nothing that cannot be done 

with an Income-tax. It can be made an instrument 

either of war or peace, faichion or sickle, or, @s in the 


an end to the paper-daty. ut then the temptation to 

proceed is almost too much for flesh and bi to resist. 

Chancellors of the Exchequer are but men, and some- 

times very ordinary men. How will they resist the op- 

portunity of knocking over all our remaining taxes by 

the simple expedient of adding successive pennies to 
the Income-tax ? 

But the iron of the tax has now entered the national 

soul, and we have changed by what we feed on, or ra- 

ther by the food which has been got out from us. Mr. 

Gladstone was once the stoutest enemy of the tax. He 
had stood at the altar of patriotism, and devoted him- 
self to the extinction of the burden. On this ground 

he acquired the confidence of the country, and now be- 

hold him a renegade ! He has found the tax irresist- 

ible, and, what is more, unimprovable ; so, to make a 
virtue of necessity, he now augments what he was once 

to abolish. After this not a dog can wag his tongue 
against the tax, for Gladstone himself has succumbed 

to its subtle influence, taken its livery, done Mo- 

mage, and borne arms in its behalf. Peel under- 

took Protection and eurrendered it; Gladstone 
undertook to rid us of the Income-tax, and 

has already made it half as much again. One used to 
be told that its special mission was to emancipate food 
and raw material ; but its last penny has been given 
for paper, which is neither ; and even wine and brandy 
must be supposed to owe something to its influence. 
Surely this must be the all-searching, all- bearing tax, 
that ancient financiers were yearing for, and whieh 
they vainly thought to find in the poll-tax, in Peter's 
pence, in hearth-tax, and all the taxes that assailel the 
Englishman in his castle? The defect of all former 
attempts at a universal and personal tax was, that it 
reached rude, irritable, and violent natures. A poll- 
tax of one shilling a-year on labourers would be apt to 
find them penni'ess or intoxicated, or under some 
delusion; and in the conflict with the individual 
savage the taxgatherer might be vanquished. Bat, 
even if he gained the day, the ploughman would be very 
poor booty. The Income-tax strikes at the sleek, in- 
dustrious, saving man. As he sums his ledger, or 
counts his cash on his desk, England puts out her hand 
and sweeps aside near a shilling ont of every pound. He 
is too busy, too burdened, too interested in being let 
alone, to make any resistance except in the way of con- 
cealment, and this be does. We fear the gentlemen 
connected with the Ecclesiastical Courts, whose little 
rogueries Sir 8. Northeote has so ruthlessly exposed, 
have too many like them. Bat in the very nature of 
things the resistance is done on the sly ; it does not 
flare up, become contumacious, and threaten rebellion. 
It inspires more contempt than alarm. 

As everything has been arranged very comfortably 
for us this year, with the least possible trouble to our- 
sclvos, by such authorities as Sir R. Deels chief pupil, 
the heads of the League, and the Emperor of the 
French, there is nothing to be done but submit with a 
good grace, and spare ourselves the pain of present re- 
monstrance. Yet, henceforth one question assumes a 
very graveedmport. Here the constituency of the coun- 
try is increasing, direct taxation is also increasing, but 
ite payers are comparatively few, and likely to be fewer 
still. The Chancellor of the Exchequer does not feel 
pity for the men who are now paying £40 out of their 
£1,000 a year, but for the men paying £3 out of their 
£100 a year. The latter are promised consideration. 
But let ue clearly understand the state we are coming 
to. Let us picture to ourselves and realise the millen- 
nium in which the few pay taxes and the many govern. 
We are not quite so strong as to the democratic 
tendency of such an arrangement as some people 
are. On the contrary, itis quite possible the result may 
be found inimical to really popular Government. Tley 
who pay the money will be very apt to unite ina — 
of conspiracy against the untaxed for the use and mis- 
use of the money of which they are the contribu- 
tors. All history shows that any class happening to 
have personal, or territorial, or industrial power, can 
seize and retain the management of public affairs, if 
they choose to act in concord. There certainly seem 
the clements of such a class in the payers of the Income- 
tax, should that continue the chief and most productive 
of our taxes, It is a point on which the Llouse of Com- 
mous ought to be better informed. What we want to 
know is the probable relation of the two classes—-the 
class that governs England by means of the Parliamen- 
tary electors, and the very much smaller class that pays 
duty on income. There must eventually be a collision 
between the two parties, and we wish to know more of 
them in time. 


The Herald on Mr. Whiteside's able 
Speech on the Reform Bill — 


Whatever doubt might be entertained before, there 
can now be little question as to the unconstitutional 
nature of Lord John's Reform measure. This point 
was brought out with telling effect by Mr. Whiteside, 
who may, indeed, be said to have exhausted this part 
of the subject. In a speech more forcible even than 
usual, the member for Dublia University satisfactorily 
disposed of two or three matters which required u- 
tion ere the full effects and tendency of this reckless 
proposal could be even conjectured. First of all Mr. 
Whiteside showed that Lord John Russell s bill did not 
originate in any expressed desire for it by the people of 
this country, but, on the contrary, was the result of an 
engagement entered into by its author when he sat on the 
Opposition benches, and that it was proposed in its pre- 
sent shape to retain the confidence of the House of 
Commons. This, of course, is as much as to say the 
bill is specially cut and dried to lengthen the term of 
office to our present Coalition Ministry, which, no doubt, 
is its immediate object. Mut we venture to think very 
few will take umbrage at Mr. Whiteside's ruling that 
it is the duty of enlightened statesmen not to pander 
to the prejudice of a majority, but to consult their own 
reason and introduce measures conducive to the per- 
manent welfare of the country. After this Mr 
Whiteside proceeded to show how unsatisfactory the 
present bill is to all parties. Mr. Lawson, a nephew 
and “ chip of the old block,” Sir James (iraham, an- 
nounced that there would soon be a supplementary bill 
to extinguish all the small towns in the country. Mr. 
Bright expressed his opinions thus — The trans. 
ference of seats is the pith and marrow of re. 
form. This bill does not settle, but rather 
unsettles, the question of the distribution of seats.” 
And he added. “It is impossible for this question to 
remain permanently where you are about to place it by 
this bill.“ Even Mr. Massey, who informs us that 
he never pretended to be “an advanced Reformer,” 
complains that by this bill he is “ placed ander the ne- 
cessity of becoming an agitator for further reform” 
in the distribution of cats. to use Mr. 
W hiteside’s words, “ we are fairly warned that one Re- 
form Bill is only valuable because it leads to another,” 
The next point ia his speech was directed to prove how 
unconstitutional was the doctrine of the popular sove- 
reignty in England. The constitution of this country 
never recoguise| the sovereignty of the majority. The 
argument that the masses are to be admitted because 
they are the masses, is against our history, our law, and 
our constitution.“ This was proved in the care of the 
ancient frecholders, and those with the 40s. franchise 
in counties, and in that of the borough voters also, all 
of which franchises afforded a security that those who 
voted should have independence, industry, and intelli- 
gence. In short, “the constitution sought for men 
who had the political capacity to exercise the franchise 
and the functions (of jurymen, &c.) connected with 
it; it did not matter how few or how many they were, 
If they were few, the few were entrusted with the 
franchise for the purpose of protecting the many—it 
might be against their own — their own pre- 
judices, or their own poverty.” When, therefore, 
Mr. Bright and the other demagogues call upon us 
to admit the working classes, we wish to ask whether 
it is as working classes, or because they have the 
capacity for exercising the privilege? For the 
constitution of England never admitted the former 
W — 1 ever upheld the latter. If, therefore, 
the working classes possess the political ea 
them be admitted ; if not it is an — Ba e 
confer on them this privilege simply because they are 
the working classes. The question then arises, whether 
that body has political capacity to be entrusted with 
the Government of this country. On this t. Mr. 
Whiteside referred to a portion of Mr. Bright’s speech 
touching the “ wonderful assortment of goods” in the 
Messrs, Watts’ warehouse, Manchester, which, of course, 
suggested to Mr. Bright the question of extending the 
franchise to those employed in manufactures But 
what sort of an argument is that ? asks Mr. Whiteside, 
and with some sarcasm, “ We are notnow in search 
of a good weaver, a good stonemason, or & good car 
penter what we are in search of is a man who has the 
political capacity to do a political act.
